With a view to combating the evil of political defections and pre¬ 
venting it from undermining the very foundations of our democracy 
and the principles whien sustain it, Parliament enacted the Constitution 
(Fifty-second Amendment) Act, 1985, to include in the Constitution a 
new Schedule providing for disqualification on g’round of defection for 
membership of Parliament and State Legislatures. This Bill seeks to 
amend the Government of Union Territories. Act, 1963, to provide for a 
similar disqualification for membership of Legislative Assemblies of 
Union territories and to make the provisions as to disqualification on 
ground of defection contained in the said Schedule applicabT for the 
purpose.

2. From and out of the Consolidated Fund of India there may be 
withdrawn sums not exceeding those specified in column 3 of the 
Schedule amounting in the aggregate to the sum of thirty-seven thousand 
three hundred thirty-eight crores, twenty-seven lakhs and ten thousand 
rupees towards defraying the several charges which will come in course 
of payment during the financial year 1985-86.
